APPEAL FOR HELP TO 
FIND MISSING GIRIS 


Police call for information to bring school friends home 


BY STAFF REPORTER 


POLICE and the council 
are appealing for help and 
information to bring three 
missing schoolgirls home 
to safety. 

The three close friends, who 
attend Bethnal Green Academy, 
went missing during the half- 


term holidays and are believed 
to have travelled to Syria. 

They were last seen on the 
morning of Tuesday, February 
17 at their home addresses. 

Fifteen-year-old Shamima 
Begum, Kadiza Sultana, 16, and 
a 15-year-old who has not been 
named, left their homes at 
about 8am, giving their families 


plausible reasons as to why 
they would be out for the day. 

The students travelled to 
Gatwick Airport where they 
boarded Turkish Airlines flight 
TK1966 to Istanbul, which de- 
parted at 12.40pm and landed 
at 6.40pm local time. 

Police are asking for anyone 
who saw the girls either mak- 


ing their way to Gatwick, 
waiting at the airport, on the 
flight or when they arrived at 
Istanbul, to get in touch. 

Officers say any piece of in- 
formation, no matter how small, 
could help the UK or Turkish 
authorities locate them so they 
can be safely returned home. 

Commander Richard Walton 
of the Counter Terrorism Com- 
mand said: “We are extremely 
concerned for the safety of 
these girls and would urge any- 
one with information to come 
forward and speak to police. 

“Our priority is the safe return 
of these girls to their families.” 

The council is supporting the 
appeal and working with the po- 
lice, school and community 
groups. 

A council statement said: “If 
parents have concerns that they 
wish to discuss as a result of this 
issue, please contact the police, 
children's social care services, 
talk to staff at your children's 
school or to other members of 
your community group.” 

Police have been working 
with the families and overseas 
authorities since the teenagers 
were reported missing.

Election Court hears 
third week of evidence 


THE mayor of Tower 
Hamlets told a special 
High Court hearing that he 
had a “lot of respect for 
checks and balances”. 

Lutfur Rahman, leader of the 
Tower Hamlets First group on 
the council, was giving evi- 
dence at the Election Court 
hearing at the Royal Courts of 
Justice on Friday, February 20. 

Four voters have taken legal 
action against Mr Rahman. 
They want Election Commis- 
sioner Richard Mawrey - sitting 
as a judge at the hearing - to de- 
clare void the result of the May 
2014 mayoral election and to 
order a re-run. 

Mr Rahman, who denies 
wrongdoing, told the court: “I 
have a lot of respect for checks 
and balances. I have a lot of 
respect for scrutiny/' 

He added: “I make myself 
available for scrutiny to mem- 
bers of the public and my fellow 
members in the council/’ 
Earlier in the week, Peter 


Golds, leader of the Conserva- 
tive group on the council, told 
the court that the Metropolitan 
Police had been “extremely 
poor’’ in responding to elec- 
toral malpractice. 

Mr Golds, who gave written 
and oral evidence, said on 
Monday that a “number of 
serious issues’’ had been raised 
with police in London over a 
“very long period”. 

He added: “For over a decade 
electoral malpractice has been 
an ongoing problem in the 
borough... masses of evidence 
has been sent to the police and 
either ignored or been subject 
to 'cut and paste' investiga- 
tions.” 

On Wednesday the court 
heard from Deborah Cohen, a 
former senior council officer. 

She told Mr Mawrey when 
being questioned by lawyers: 
“The atmosphere in the coun- 
cil was one I found to be very 
frightening and intimidating.”

Council to debate budget 
proposals on Wednesday 


THE council will be dis- 
cussing budget proposals 
for the 2015/16 financial 
year at a meeting this 
Wednesday, February 25. 

Proposals agreed by the 
cabinet earlier this month 
include freezing council tax, 
continuing to provide council 
tax support, and continued 
funding for ten Tower Hamlets 
enforcement officers. 

It is also proposed to make a 
contribution to the Stairway to 


Heaven Memorial Trust. Eco- 
nomic growth in the borough 
has helped to offset some sav- 
ings required by the council, and 
the growth of new homes and 
additional revenue from the 
New Homes Bonus will contin- 
ue to support savings require- 
ments, a spokesman said. 

The meeting starts at 7.30pm 
at the Town Hall in Poplar.

Pupils go Fairtrade bananas 


News in brief 

Exhibition will be 
free to residents

SCHOOLS have gone 
bananas for ethical eating 
with pupils devouring 
more than 40,000 Fair- 
trade bananas last year. 

As Fairtrade Fortnight starts 
this week, Redlands Primary 
School also switched their 
sweatshirts for ones made 
using Fairtrade cotton. 

A council contract has 
supplied nearly all local school 
canteens with Fairtrade ba- 
nanas since 2012, with 40,630 
being eaten last year alone. 

Marie Larvin of the Tower 
Hamlets Fairtrade Network said: 
“This initiative is part of a joint 
contract involving eight coun- 
cils, managed by Havering. 

“As well as bananas, local 
schools also get through 7,573 
Fairtrade certified fruit juices in 
a year and a lot of charity wa- 
ter, which has funded two wa- 
ter pumps in Africa." 

Redlands in Stepney has 
thrown itself firmly behind 
Fairtrade products. Teachers 
and parents recently decided to 
switch all of their branded 


sweatshirts to Fairtrade cot- 
ton, increasing sales by sever- 
al hundred items each year. 

School uniform retailer 
Khalsa, in Bethnal Green Road, 
has stocked plain Fairtrade 
cotton items for some time as 
an alternative option for parents, 
but so far Redlands is unique in 
deciding that all of their sweat- 
shirts must be Fairtrade certified. 

Cllr Gulam Robbani, cabinet 
member for education and 
children's services, added: “We 
are really proud of these 
students, whose commitment 
to the Fairtrade cause will set 
them up to do great things in 
later life/' 

■ Fairtrade Fortnight runs from 
February 23 until March 8, to 
celebrate the impact of fair 
trade and ask people to turn a 
spotlight on the benefits of 
using fair trade products. 

MADE in Europe has 
organised an event at the East 
London Mosque on Thursday, 
March 5, from 6-9. 30pm to 
promote fair trade .

WHEN I tell people I 
manage a nature reserve 
in Tower Hamlets I am 
often met with surprise 
and comments along the 
lines of “I didn’t think 
there was green space left 
in Tower Hamlets”. 

When financial cuts kick in, 
they often spell doom and 
gloom for anything to do with 
parks and green spaces. 

Tower Hamlets, as one of the 
UK's most deprived boroughs is 
already below the Accessible 
Natural Greenspace Standard as 
set by Natural England, the 
statutory authority for nature 
in England. 

Natural England recommends 
a minimum of one hectare of 
statutory local nature reserves 
per thousand people. 

Tower Hamlets has 
approximately 25 hectares - 
some way short of the recom- 
mended 250. 

With discrepancies and 
inequality to green space access 
across the borough you 
wouldn't be wrong to think 
that children in Tower Hamlets 
are some of the most discon- 
nected from the natural world. 

The RSPB and the National 
Trust have both recently been 
talking about their concerns 
that children today are more 
disconnected from the natural 
world than their parents. 

Forest School helps to 
deliver curriculum alms, while 
at the same time connecting 
children to the natural world. 
Tower Hamlets Council has 
invested heavily in training 
Forest School leaders. 

There are now 90 Forest 
School leaders in the borough 
- and training only began in 
2012. 

Schools now have Forest 
School areas within their own 
grounds and one nursery in 
particular has completely 


changed because of it, redesign- 
ing its outdoor space, visiting 
Denmark to see how they do it 
and delivering Forest School 
sessions five days week. 

Many nurseries and schools 
are using the borough's parks - 
we have four nurseries that 
use the cemetery park on a 
weekly basis. 

Forest School groups are also 
welcomed at Mile End Park, 
Weavers Fields, St Leonard's 
Churchyard, and Bethnal Green 
Gardens. 

The Tower Hamlets Forest 
School Leaders Forum meets 
quarterly at venues across the 
borough, to share ideas, activi- 
ties and best practice. 

The investment in Forest 
School by teachers, head 
teachers, nurseries, primary 
schools, park managers and 
the council is nothing short of 
remarkable. 

So, if you're ever told that 
Tower Hamlets is devoid of 
green space, proudly inform 
them of its two local nature 
reserves, rivers, canals, parks 
and 90 Forest School leaders, 
that all support a generation of 
children who are now building 
dens, making camp fires and be- 
coming nature detectives. 

Tower Hamlets is green and 
its children will be the next 
generation of green champions 
and advocates for the natural 
world. 

They will be the next 
politicians and decision makers, 
and if this generation hasn't 
experienced the natural world 
they won't see the value in it or 
any reason to conserve and 
protect it.

Expect delays as work starts 
on new Cycle Superhighway

ROADWORKS have begun 
on the An between 
Aldgate and Bow 
roundabout, to upgrade 
the Barclays Cycle Super- 
highway 2 and provide 
segregated cycle lanes. 

As a result of the work, which 
is expected to continue until 
spring 2016, managers at 
Transport for London (TfL) are 
advising drivers and pedestrians 
that the A11 and surrounding 
roads wil be busier than usual. 

Lane closures and turning 


restrictions will be in place, 
with parking and stopping 
restrictions in certain locations. 

Buses may be subject to 
delays, diverted or stop short of 
their normal destination and 
although cycle lanes will stay 
in place or be provided where 
feasible, temporary closures 
may be implemented at times. 

TfL is advising road users to 
avoid the area during peak 
hours where possible and to 
plan ahead and allow more 
time for journeys. 

Members of cycling cam- 
paign groups Tower Hamlets 


Wheelers and the London 
Cycling Campaign welcomed 
TfL's decision to upgrade the 
route. 

Group co-ordinator Owen 
Pearson said: “London Cycling 
Campaign members in Tower 
Hamlets are pleased that the 
TfL board agreed to give the 
go-ahead to the construction of 
international standard infra- 
structure for journeys made 
by bicycle. 

“We look forward to the 
potential for cycling trips in 
Tower Hamlets to be realised 
and these plans go some way 


to help make that happen." 

He said campaigners would 
continue to lobby for protected 
space for cycling in Whitechapel 
Road near the market.

Senior probation officer Emma Connor gives East End Life readers an insight into her role 
working with offenders and managing an 11-strong team at Tower Hamlets Probation Service.

Helping offenders 
turn lives around 


PERHAPS it is naive of me 
but I like to see the good 
in all people - that’s why 
I became a probation 
officer. 

The best thing about working 
with those who have got into 
trouble with the law is seeing 
people turn their lives around. 

In probation no day is ever the 
same. I juggle a lot of different 
roles and tasks as well as man- 
aging a team of n staff. 


In Tower Hamlets I am the key 
contact for women who have 
offended and are viewed as low 
to medium risk of harm. 

Additionally I co-ordinate and 
work with our partner agencies 
such as the council's youth 
offending team and the courts, 
am the main point of contact for 
Community Payback in the 
borough - unpaid work for 
those who are on community or- 
ders - as well as the Restorative 
Justice initiative. I'm kept very 
busy but that's how I like it. 

I tend to be out of the office 
for two to three days every 
week attending meetings with 
local agencies and partner 
organisations such as the 
Jagonari Women's Centre. I'm 
constantly looking to introduce 
new ideas to help those we 
manage to get their lives back 
on track 

One recent result from these 
meetings is the introduction of 
our Employment Training and 
Education Hub, which helps 
probation service users get 
training and apply for job oppor- 
tunities. This is important 
because many offenders have no 
qualifications and getting a job 
has proved to reduce re-offend- 
ing. I've also introduced Friday 
morning reporting for our

female clients who prefer to be 
seen in a women-only environ- 
ment - it helps them feel safer. 

We're currently running a 
Community Payback pilot 
scheme for service users when 
their unpaid work is interrupt- 
ed for one reason or other. I'm 
often at site meetings with the 
supervisors so I can understand 
the issues they are facing. 

After leaving university with 
a pyschology degree, I got a job 
in the courts service and then 
worked as a probation service 
officer in Manchester's gangs 
unit before formally training as 
a probation officer and moving 
to the Essex probation service. 

There's still a lot of training to 
be done, especially as I'm a 
newly qualified senior probation 


officer. I find my background in 
administration helps me under- 
stand what processes need to be 
in place to help all my staff do 
their jobs effectively. There have 
been a lot of changes within the 
probation service in the past 
year and it's really important we 
continue to provide a consistent 
and professional service. 

A typical day will involve 
one-to-one sessions with some 
of my team, answering queries 
and having discussions around 
probation cases, such as decid- 
ing whether an offender is pos- 
ing a risk to the public and 
should be recalled to prison. 

I am currently in talks with 
Switchback - the mentoring 
charity for 18- to 24-year-old 
male offenders - and homeless- 
ness charity Crisis to set up a 
scheme in the Tower Hamlets 
probation office working with 
young men on probation who 
have mental health issues. 

I am looking forward to the 
year ahead. 

I'll continue to work with 
old and new partners, show 
everyone how we do things, 
share ideas and promote what 
we do best - giving those who 
have made mistakes the hope 
and tools to change and have 
a new life. 


Charity funding to help borough s women 


YOUNG women and girls 
who have experienced 
sexual violence can seek 
support from a new 
advocate in the borough. 

The Nia Project has received 
funding from the Home Office 
as part of the government's 
Ending Gang and Youth 
Violence programme to pro- 
vide support for young women 
in Tower Hamlets and Newham. 


The charity works closely with 
the council and partners as part 
of the community safety team's 
Violence Against Women and 
Girls strategy. 

Nia is offering practical 
and emotional support and 
advocacy for young women 
and girls aged 11 to 18, who have 
experienced, or are at risk of 
experiencing, sexual violence. 

This may include sexual 


exploitation, rape, sexual bully- 
ing and pressuring, or gang' 
sexual involvement.

Visionary Victorian’s ship-shape 
theories proved right by history 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


IT’S one of the great shipping 
disasters of the 19th century, though 
in this one, nobody lost their life. 

And the evidence for the cataclysm that 
sunk one of the great shipping engineers 
of the Victorian era is scattered around the 
Isle of Dogs - if you know where to look. 

First there is Burrells Wharf - today 
re-purposed' as upmarket flats (naturally), 
but in its original incarnation a 
manufactory for the huge steel plates 
needed in early metal ship building. 

Here were constructed the massive slabs 
of iron for Brunei's Great Eastern - by far 
the biggest ship in history when it was built 
in the 1850s (and for a half century after 
that). 

Next, on Napier Avenue, close by the 
river, lies a great expanse of what appear 
to be railway sleepers, fixed into the earth. 
What can they be for? 

Finally, less dramatic, though all the 
more poignant, just around the corner at 
264 Westferry Road a painted legend 
adorns one of the few Victorian houses left 
amid the modern building. J. Scott Russell 
& Co is picked out on the brick frontage. 

This was the counting house of John 
Russell's once-mighty shipping business, 
brought to its knees by over-ambition - and 
an excess of brilliance over business sense. 

The eponymous John Scott Russell had 
been born in Parkhead, Glasgow in 1808, 
the son of the Rev David Russell and 
Agnes Scott. 

A brilliant mathematician and scientist, 
young John graduated from both St 
Andrews and Glasgow universities 
before teaching his subjects at the Leith 
Mechanics' Institute in the Edinburgh port 
area of Leith. 

He was just 17. By 24 he was acting 
professor of natural philosophy at 
Edinburgh University. 

It was a brilliant rise, but within a few 
years he would turn away from academia 
- Russell was determined to make his way 
in the real world of metal ships, rather than 
in teaching theory in the classroom. 

His leap from the classroom to the 
shipyard followed a crucial (though to the 
layman arcane) discovery in 1834. 

Russell had been experimenting on the 
most efficient design for canal boats and, 
while observing a boat from his towpath

vantage point, atop his horse, he noticed 
a curious characteristic of the waves 
pushing forward from the prow of the 
vessel. 

The characteristics of what became 
known as Russell's solitary wave' would not 
be scientifically unpicked until the 1960s 
and the advent of modern computers, 
but in the meantime they revolutionised 
boat design, firing the work of Russell and 
others in designing the most efficient 
bow shapes. 

The increases in speed and fuel efficiency 
over the next decades would in large part 
be down to Russell's work. 

In 1838 he began work at Thomson and 
Spiers, shipbuilders in the Greenock yards, 
and a decade later moved to London, 
where the brilliant scientist caught the eye 
of Isambard Kingdom Brunei, that very

Victorian mix of inventor, entrepreneur and 
architect of occasional disasters. 

In 1848, Russell had bought the Millwall 
Iron Works shipbuilding company and 
things seemed to be going well. 

He constructed two mighty vessels for 
Brunei, the Adelaide and the Victoria, both 
of them for Brunei's Australia run. 

But IKB was thinking even bigger. 
Problems with water and re-fuelling led him 
to believe that the trans-oceanic vessels 
needed to be huge enough to traverse the 
world with the minimum number of stops. 
The plan for the Great Eastern, which 
would use steam-driven paddles rather than 
sail, was born. 

The science was brilliant and it was 
largely Russell's - the wave-line form, 
longitudinal construction, the complete and 
partial bulkheads. Unfortunately, Russell's 
mathematical genius didn't extend to 
costing out what was to become a night- 
mare commission. 

Such was the size of the Great Eastern 
that it couldn't be launched prow-first into 
the Thames (very narrow at this point in 
the river, the Millwall works sat on the nose 
of the Isle of Dogs barely 1,000 feet away 
from Greenwich on the opposite bank). 

Eight attempts at a conventional launch 
failed. Eventually, and rather ironically 
given Russell's work on the Eastern's super- 
streamlined bow, the ship would have to 
be launched sideways, from the timbers that 
remain to this day at Napier Avenue.

It got worse - and more expensive. 
Every component was a first (and enormous 
at that), and so a new plate house' had to 
be built at Burrell's Wharf to make the gi- 
gantic paddle engines for the ship. 

By the mid-i8sos, the counting house on 
Westferry Road was counting the cost of 
Russell's folly -the company was bankrupt. 

The Great Eastern too was plagued with 
problems. The 4,000-passenger behemoth, 
which could run from Southampton to 
Australia without stopping, would only be 
surpassed by titans such as the Oceanic and 
Celtic at the turn of the 20th century, but 
by then she had long been broken up. 

Her 1859 maiden voyage was marred by 
an explosion on board, and Brunei died 
shortly afterwards. She ended her life as a 
floating advertising hoarding at Liverpool 
docks. 

Russell survived his bankruptcy. He 
would argue long and hard that the Navy 
needed to move from wooden ships to iron 
(and of course he was eventually proved 
right). He pitched for the design contract 
for the Great Exhibition (losing out to 
Paxton's Crystal Palace). 

He designed a cross-Channel ferry that 
negotiated the ticklish problem of Dover's 
shallow harbour (again, way ahead of his 
time, the design would eventually be 
realised in 1933). 

And, having been bested by Paxton's glass 
marvel, he designed the Rotunda for the 1873 
Vienna Exposition - for almost a century 
the largest cupola in the world. 

The irony was, when Russell died in 1872, 
that most of his great inventions had 
yet to be either proven by science or to see 
the light of day. 

Like so many brilliant, revolutionary 
thinkers, history has proved him right.

OPEN for just 18 months, Southern 
Grove Community Centre has 
firmly established itself as a place 
where people can meet and feel 
comfortable. 

“The idea of this place is that it is a 
neutral space where people can come 
along and meet up, regardless of their 
background," said Penny Wilson, community 
development play worker. 

“We get quite a mixed group generally; 
quite a lot of Bengali women, some of the 
new mums with their new babies, older 
people. It all gels quite nicely." 

Penny, from Play Association Tower 
Hamlets (PATH), is the community lead 
who works with users to develop the 
centre, in Southern Grove, Mile End into a 
thriving hub. 

PATH has a long association with the 
community centre's landlord, East End 
Homes, and also works with Shuffle and Mile 
End Community Project. 

“This centre helps to pull together all the 
projects so we're not working in isolation," 
said Penny, who cooks vegetarian lunches 
for the users twice a week. 

“It is really interesting because, since 
we've been doing these, many people have 
looked at their eating habits, their 
budgets. 

“At the end of the 
meal, we sit down

No quick solution to 
fast food problems 


THE community centre held a debate - 
accompanied by some slap-up food - 
earlier this month amid concerns about the 
number of fast food outlets and the 
impact of junk food on children and young 
people. 

Mohammed Islam, from the Mile End 
Community Project, presented a screening of a film 
produced by local people talking about fast food out- 
lets in the borough and the social value of fast food. 

Penny Wilson from PATH said: “The film is a 
delight and opens our eyes to the world of fast food 
for those of us who are sometimes inclined to feel 
a little bit judgemental. 

“We also had an eloquent insight provided by 


our amazing, passionate health advocates about the 
long-term damage that salt and fizzy drinks are 
doing to our children and young people who are also 
increasingly passive and inactive. 

“Children are eating calories, but not burning them. 
They're not playing out with their mates.” 

The event on February 11 was hosted by the 
council's public health service, Queen Mary 
University, PATH and East End Homes 
“We ate and chatted and discussed the reasons for 
this situation and the many solutions to it. 

“This work has no fast solution but we need to take 
a step back and trust our children to eat well and live 
well and give them the choices to allow them to do 
that,” Penny said.

Eating out, eating in 

Alight for bargain bites 
in Victorian splendour

LOCATED beside the main 
entrance to Liverpool 
Street station on 
Bishopsgate, Hamilton 
Hall is a constant hive of 
activity - a magnet for 
people steeling them- 
selves for, or recovering 
from, commuting. 

The pub, according to a wall- 
mounted plaque inside, was 
named after 'Lord Claud Hamil- 
ton, chairman of Great Eastern 
Railway Company (1893-1923), 
the original builders of Liverpool 
St Station'. It was also once the 
former ballroom of the old 
Great Eastern Hotel. 

Having relatively recently 
undergone refurbishment, the 
Victorian edifice has lost none 
of its grandeur and, despite the 
intrusion of fruit machines and 
very helpful screens showing 
live train timetables, the JD 
Wetherspoons mode of trans- 
formation/regeneration has 
been very effective here. 

The staff are friendly, the de- 
cor understated, and there are 
plenty of touches setting the 


building in its place, both his- 
torically and geographically. 

But was I going to be able to 
add good grub to the list of 
positives? 

Food is served daily until 
10pm with breakfast on the 
menu until midday. 

There are a variety of offers 
and special cut price 'club' days 
- such as Tuesday Steak Club 
and Wednesday Chicken Club. 

There was modern art on 
display. Charcoal drawings by 
one James Allen which, 


according to the blurb, depict- 
ed human form corresponding 
with architectural form with a 
high level movement. 

On the Tuesday that I visited 
I was embroiled in a zero/low- 
carb challenge so I opted for a 
chicken and rib combo without 
fries and because I fancied a 
treat a brownie, cream and ice 
cream combo. 

This came with a choice of al- 
coholic and alcohol-free drink. 

After a small error with the 
bill was resolved in a most 


friendly and professional 
manner, my food arrived very 
promptly. 

Both meats were very tender 
indeed. However the pork por- 
tion was pretty small, albeit 
quite tasty - probably better 
than one would ordinarily ex- 
pect from a pub chain. 

The accompanying salad was 
rudimentary - some leaves, a 
baby tomato, some cucumber 
and not a lot else. 

The dessert was a small by the 
numbers affair - decent ice 
cream, check; chocolate brown- 
ie bits, check; whipped cream, 
check. But it was well present- 
ed and went down well, with- 
out being exceptional. 

Due to its location, ambi- 
ence, decor and friendly wel- 
come I would definitely 
recommend Hamilton Hall. 

As for the food, I know I will 
return to Wetherspoons and 
probably this pub in particular 
when I am in a hurry and need 
a safe bet on a budget.

Where have you 
bean all my life? 

FOR this meal I tried to devel- So, here is the recipe I came 
op a bean burger that had an up with, 
irresistible umami taste - one These burgers are made of 
that tingles all your taste buds fava beans - dried broad beans 
and is not stuffed with trans fats, available cheaply at many shops. 


Broad bean burgers - serves 3 


Ingredients 

300g of dried fava beans 
1 medium red onion, finely 
chopped 

Handful of fresh parsley 
1 tbsp of gram/chickpea flour 
1 tsp each of powdered cumin, 
coriander and cinnamon 


Half tsp white pepper 
Stock cube, the jelly sort is best 
but a dry one with a teaspoon 
full of vegetable oil will do 
Dessert spoon of panko 
crumbs or bread crumbs 
White sesame seeds for extra 
nuttiness and pop 


Method 

1. Rinse the beans, then boil 
them. A white froth will appear 
on the broth. Let it boil a little 
longer, then drain, rinse the 
beans and set to boil again in 
freshwater. This takes about 30 
minutes, the beans expand and 
become soft. Rinse again. 

2. Let the beans rest while 
gently frying the onion in a 
little oil until transparent, not 
crispy. 

3. At the last minute, add the 
spices, the jelly stock cube and 
the fresh parsley. 

4. Add the onion and spices to 
the drained fava beans and stir 
in the gram flour, working into 


a mixture that is consistent and 
holds together. If it is too moist 
add a little more gram flour. Set 
aside for about 20 minutes. 

5. With damp hands form into 
patties about 5cm wide and 3cm 
deep. Roll in the panko/sesame 
seed mixture to coat. 

6. Either bake in a medium 
oven for about 20 minutes (add 
a bowl of water in the bottom 
of the oven to keep them moist); 
fry quite slowly in a little oil, 
turning regularly, or griddle. 

7. Serve with a yoghurt and 
tahini sauce, coleslaw or chilli. 
You can make a batch and 
freeze the uncooked extras.

Time to prepare the ground ; 
spring is around the corner 


Tips from Cable 
Stxeet Community 
Gardens 

FEBRUARY and already 
the days seem to be grow- 
ing that little bit longer 
and the sun, when it’s 
out, that little bit warmer. 
The birdsong these last 
few days has been won- 
derful and a sign that 
spring is not too far away. 

If you haven't already done so, 
why not put a few bird boxes 
high in trees or on posts, out of 
the way of predators. 

Ideally, fix steel plates around 
entry holes to deter squirrels - 
check the RSPB website for 
instructions. 

Once in place, you can enjoy 
many hours watching your 
very own live reality bird show. 

At the end of the nesting 
season, clean out the boxes 


in preparation for next year. 

On the gardening front, this 
is the time to start chitting' pota- 
toes ready for planting next 
month. 

Take your seed potato, place 
upright in one cell of an empty 
egg box and leave until a sprout 
shows. Keep cool and in a dim- 
ly lit place. 

Now too is the time to sow 
garlic and shallots. These can 
easily be grown in tubs and 
containers as well as outdoors. 

Plant the garlic cloves (point- 
ed end up) about 15 cm (6 ins) 
apart and 4 cm (1.5 ins) deep. 

Shallots should be gently 
pushed into the soil with the 
crown and sprout open to the air. 
Plant about 15 cm (6 ins) apart. 

Keep the garden well hoed and 
weeded. If you manage to get on 
top of weeds now, it will make 
the task much easier later 

Whatever you are doing, 
enjoy being outside again.

Home improvements 
programme hits 5,000

WORK has now been 
completed on the 5,000th 
property to be improved 
as part of the Decent 
Homes programme. 

Tower Hamlets Homes (THH) 
began improving homes under 
the scheme in 2010, providing 
new kitchens, bathrooms and 
other improvements in one of 
London's largest Decent Homes 
programmes. 

When work started, 77 per 
cent of homes managed by 
THH were not up to the recog- 
nised 'decent' standard but by 
the time the programme ends 
in March 2016, that proportion 
will be below ten per cent. 

Chief executive Gavin 


Cansfield said: “This has been the 
largest investment in public 
housing in Tower Hamlets for 
a generation and THH's commit- 
ment to employ hundreds of 


apprentices and invest in the 
local economy and community, 
guarantees that the impact of 
Decent Homes will be broad and 
lasting.'' 


In the last six months THH 
has been moving into the 
second phase of the programme, 
improving the outside of 
residents' homes and making 
changes to ensure buildings 
are more energy efficient. 

Work includes new roofs, 
double glazing and fire resistant 
and secure front doors, as well 
as redecorating common areas. 

The 2015/16 programme 
includes the grade II listed 
Boundaiy Estate, Brodick House, 
Bentworth Court, Yates House 
and completing work on the 
Cranbrook Estate. 

Last month the council and 
THH received an additional 
£13.27 million from the Greater 
London Authority to improve 
more homes by March 2016. 


Residents enjoy home makeovers 


MORE than 200 tenants 
homes are set to get a 
makeover as part of a 
scheme run by Tower 
Hamlets Homes. 

The Home Decorating 
programme gives tenants the 
chance to create living rooms 


and spaces tailored to their 
tastes. 

The work is free for THH 
tenants whose home is being 
refurbished as part of the Decent 
Homes programme and who 
are Blue Badge holders or aged 
65 or over. 


THH chief executive Gavin 
Cansfield said: “We know some 
tenants want us to use modern 
colours and textures and so 
we've added new options. 

“We've organised things so 
eligible tenants can get their 
homes re-decorated during or 


just after Decent Homes 
refurbishment.” 

Walls can be painted or wall- 
papered in one or all of the 
other rooms in properties where 
kitchens and bathrooms are 
being upgraded under the 
Decent Homes programme.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents 1 Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

Whereas the Council of the 
London Borough of Tower 
Hamlets (hereinafter referred to 
as ‘the Council’) being the 
highway authority for Swaton 
Road in the said London 
Borough, is satisfied that 
vehicular traffic on the said road 
should be restricted to enable 
essential works to be carried out 
on the public highway. 

Now, Therefore, the Council in 
exercise of their powers under 
Section 14(1) of the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984(a) and of 
all other enabling powers 
hereby makes the following 
Order: 

1 . This Order, which may be 
cited as the London Borough 
of Tower Hamlets (Temporary 
Prohibition of Traffic) Order 
2015 No. 19 will operate from 
Monday 2nd March 2015 to 
Sunday 8th March 2015, and 
at times when temporary 
traffic signs are placed on the 
public highway pursuant to 
the Traffic Signs Regulations 
and General Directions 2002. 

2. No person shall, until the said 
works have been completed 
cause any vehicle to enter, 
stop or proceed into Road 
between its junction with 
Zealand Road and its 
junction with Grove Road 
(Hereinafter referred to as 'the 
prohibited road’). 

3. Nothing in Article 2 of this 
Order shall apply so as to 
prevent access to premises 
on or adjacent to the 
prohibited road (insofar as 
such access is reasonably 
practical having regard to the 
said works). 

4. Nothing in Article 2 of this 
Order shall apply so as to 
prevent any person from 
causing any vehicle to 
proceed in the prohibited 
road if the vehicle is being 
use in connection with the 
execution of the said works. 

5. Nothing in Article 2 of this 
Order shall apply to anything 
done with the permission or 
at the direction of a police 
officer.
